5. Notices were issued to the parties fixing the matter for hearing today. At 
the hearing, Mr. Balram Roy who had been authorised by both the complainants 
to appear in this case stated that the complainants had agreed to withdraw the 
complaint and so he did not wish to proceed with it. 

6. The result is that the complaint does not survive and is disposed of.

2. It was filed by two workers of the West Bokaro colliery alleging that they 
had been dismissed by the opposite party during the pendency of Reference No. 
6 of 1952 without obtaining the permission from this Tribunal, 

3. The opposite party filed a written statement opposing the complaint. They 
alleged that the two were retrenched in pursuance of a general scheme of retrench- 
ment on economic grounds. They therefore urged that the complaint should be 
dismissed. 

4. On 3rd February 1954 one of the complainants Shri Pal Singh sent an 
application by post stating that he had been provided with a job by the opposite 
party and hence he did not desire to pursue the present complaint.

6. In the result, I pass an award in terms of the compromise so far as Gouri 
Ram Mistry is concerned, while the application does not survive and is disposed 
of regarding Shri Pal Singh.
